1. Support to the Navy Regional Data Automation Center 
( NARDAC ) 


Mr. Thomas Card, NARDAC (Norfolk, Virginia), in a 
letter to the Director of Data Processing, dated 15 June, has 
requested quality assurance assistance. Mr. Card has been 
contacted to coordinate visitation to this Office by his team 
for appropriate briefings. 

2. Special Equipment for Defense Intelligen ce Agency 
(DIA) Employee 

The Communications Security Division, Office of 
Communications (CSD/oC), has been asked to evaluate four types 
of electronic equipment which will be used by a blind DIA 
employee assigned to work on the SAFE Computer System. The 
equipment includes dictation, speed synthesizing, and braille 
producing devices. Pending the results of the evaluation, the 
DIA employee will only work with unclassified materials. 

3 . SAFE Early Capability (EC) 

The Maintenance Transition Team, composed of four 
Consolidated SAFE Project Office (CSPO) and four 
DIA/Directorate for DIA Systems (RSO) personnel, was disbanded 
on close of business 1 July. The RSO personnel have completed 
their tasks and training, and are now available for training 
additional DIA personnel. The four CSPO personnel will return 
to CSPO for new assignments and will be on-call to DIA for 
questions and/or problems until 5 August.
